Some Opinions Breeders Important Questions the Breed 


development the breed depends upon the pro- 
gressive and constructive ideas set forth the breeders, 
These ideas may differ widely, but the fact that they differ 
not discouraging but rather encouraging, for from out 
all the ideas comes progressive step. 

number different breeders have written the JouRNAL 
lately voicing some their ideas. George Stone, Fairy- 
dale Farm, Pawling, Dutchess County, New York, expresses 
the following regard the studying Guernsey type: 

Some years ago believe some system photography with 
the use measuring frame was worked out show com- 
parative pictures bulls and cows; this was dropped the 
time, understand it, account the cost. seems 
that some such system photography with actual meas- 
urements the time making the photograph should be- 
come one the requirements for the admission sires the 
Advanced Register. Possibly might well have this 
extended cows; except for the large cost, would favor it.

Our ideas beauty 
change. There must some relation between form and 
function. scientifically find out just what is.

regard the Advanced Register sire list, seems 
that the time has passed when two Advanced Register cows 
should admit sire the Advanced Register.

NAMING 


seems that except for the length the name, the

The registration number gives very good general 
idea the age almost all animals except imported 
animals and little inconvenience look them when the 
occasion arises. Our own practice use our farm name 
prefix all animals bred and dropped our owner- 
ship. When animals are not sired our senior herd sire 
try indicate their sire through the use secondary prefix: 
Marie—Fairydale Model Marie; Fairydale 
Nancy—Fairydale Rodancy. But have fixed rule. 
The use names suggestive families fine, but own 
case seems demand ingenuity beyond capacity. have 
the Levity, Laughter, Mirth, etc. mind. The use num- 
erals after the name seems very confusing. For our own 
information tried the past use some common name 
from the pedigree but have found that confusing the third 
and fourth generation.

Referring the article prepared Parmalee Prentice 
and the question production between pure breds and grades,

Fountain and Boone Counties Form New Dairy Clubs 


ANOTHER charter has been added the story the 
development Guernseys Fountain and Boone 
Counties, Indiana. Back 1918 Guernsey calf club was 
organized Boone County and twenty-four boys and girls 
began raising calves. This was sponsored the business 
men Lebanon. The organization plan was what known 
the Indiana Club Plan. That is, each member securing 
calf and agreeing remain the club for three years. The 
advantage over this plan and the one sometimes used where 
the member secures new calf each year very marked. 
the Indiana plan the calf raised from the time any- 
where between seven and fifteen months old until actual 
return may secured from its offspring and milk. the 
other plan new calf secured each year and cared for dur- 
ing the year. The results the Indiana plan are lasting and 
mean the development from one calf small herd. 

1918 the calf club was experiment, but has gone 
far beyond the experimental stage the present time and 
there are found the counties Fountain and Boone 212 
club members owning calves the present time. this 
recent development, the forty-five head pure bred Guern- 
sey calves placed Boone County cost $6100, while the 
thirty-four head placed Fountain County and Warren 
County cost $4460. There are now 130 boys and girls 
Guernsey calf club work Boone County and eighty-two 
Fountain County. the new group ten them are 
Warren County. 

the spring 1925, calf club fifty-four members 
was formed and the calves distributed Fountain County. 
Again December, 1926, thirty-six pure bred Guernsey 
heifers ranging age from seven fifteen months were dis- 
tributed Attica, Indiana, many boys and girls. This 
second club the direct result the interest aroused 
the first one. Some twenty-six these boys and girls 
formed the Junior Fountain County Guernsey Calf Club, 
while ten belong the Warren County Club. Warren 
County across the Wabash River from Fountain and 
these ten boys and girls live within the trade territory 
Attica, Fountain County, the town around which this 
Junior Club has been built.

1926 10996.2 pounds milk and 617.4 pounds butter 
fat. Her daughter, Gemsie Girl 139280, holding record 
12062.1 pounds milk and 550.3 pounds butter fat has 
the honor being state champion Georgia class 
When considered that Gemsie 51404 made her re- 
cord class the advanced age thirteen years, 
quite remarkable feat. 


The herd has been built from this foundation four animals 
nearly 100 head the present time. has been main- 
tained not only breeding establishment but dairy. 
There are five large barns fitted out with all conveniences 
such running water, individual stalls, concrete floors and 
other equipment necessary handle successful dairy. 
The barns are divided into what known the dairy barn, 


housing the cattle giving milk, a.calf barn, dry barn, test 
barn and shown barn. 


Most the milk and cream produced the herd used 
the Wesley Memorial Hospital and Emory University. 
However, there are around 100 families being supplied aside 
from the two institutions. 

The Mileybright Guernseys have played prominent part 
the show ring the Southeastern Fair. This one the 
big southern fairs held Atlanta, Georgia. Records show 
winnings recent years show that many ribbons have been 
awarded these Guernseys. 1923, for instance, junior
